Is fairly typical. 
After George Fran ­ 
cis Train an d 
other American s had 
d emon strated at Birken head , a suburb 
of Liverpool, 
the 
practicability 
of 
tramways the city authorized a com­ 
pany to use its streets for that pur 


pose. 
This was In " 1869. 
Four years 
later the service was so In sufficien t 
that the city served n otice on the com­ 
pan y to remove its tracks. 
Subse­ 
quen tly a compromise was mad e by 
which the city recon structed the lin es 
at the cost of the compan y. 
In 1879 
the compan y en tered in to an agree­ 
men t with the city un d er which the lat­ 
ter purchased the existin g lin es for 
1!150,000 an d completed various other 
lin es, leasin g the whole system to the 
compan y at a ren tal of 7% per cen t on 
the purchase mon ey from the d ate of 
con structiod , the lin es to be m ain tain ­ 
ed at the cost of the city. 
In 1895 the 
city mad e a lease to the compan y ex­ 
ten d in g un til 1915, but reserved the 
right to purchase un d er certain con d i­ 
tion s. 
Two years later the patien ce of Liv­ 
erpool was exhausted . The compan y 
utterly failed to projierly man age Its 
affairs. 
Its rates were extortion ate 
an d its service worse. It absolutely re­ 
fused to in trod uce mechan ical or elec­ 
trical power, an d ufter d ue d eliberation 
the city d ecid ed to acquire aud operate 
the un d ertakin g. Parliam en t gran ted 
the power, an d in 1897 the en tire 
system passed in to the han d s of the 
mun icipal 
authorities, 
the purchase 
price liein g about $ 2,800.000. 
The city wen t about the tram w ay 
en terprise In a thorough busin ess way. 
It proceed ed to en gage the services of 
C. It. Bellamy, on e of the foremost of 
En glish civil an d mechan ical en gin eers, 
a man fully con versan t with the sci­ 
en ce an d practice of tran sportation on 
both sid es of the Atlan tic. 
In two 
years’ tim e the hun d red miles /of horse 
car tracks had been tran sform ed to 
electrical traction , 
aud 
in 
ad d ition 
there had been laid forty miles of n ew 
track. 
The citizen s were d elighted with the 
chan ge. In the place of tilthy, ill light­ 
ed an d slow movin g horse cars, run ­ 
n in g at lon g in tervals, there was in ­ 
stalled a system which in all respects 
compares favorably with the l>est mod ­ 
em practice in the Un ited States or on 
the con tin en t. More than that, the city 
mad e a sweepin g red uction in the 
rates of fare. 
It red uced the hours of its con d uctors 
an d motormen from eighty to sixty a 
week an d actually paid them more for 
the shorter hour d ay than they had for­ 
merly been receivin g. 
The private 
compan y sold the men ’s un iforms an d 
received a tid y profit from the tran sac­ 
tion . 
The city gave un iforms to its 
men an d on ly in sisted that they keep 
them clean an d in good repair, so as to 
reflect cred it on their employer. 
The first year of electrical traction 
an d of a trial of all of those rad ical re­ 
forms was 1901, an d when all expen ses 
had been paid there remain ed a profit 
of more than $ 700,OCX). The best the 
private compan y had been able to show 
with its high fares, low wages an d n ig­ 
gard ly policy was $ 184,000. After pay­ 
in g in to the sin kin g fun d , meetin g in ­ 
terest charges an d settin g asid e $ 175,- 
000 for ren ewals an d d epreciation there 
remain ed a large sum. 
The profits for the secon d year were 
$ 865,000, an in crease over the preced ­ 
in g year of $ 165.000.

therefore have an ad van tage over out­ 
sid e competitors, who were compelled 
to pay rates which yield ed large d ivi­ 
d en d s to private owners of lighf an d 
power plan ts. Again , the surplus prof­ 
its would go to the relief of tax rates, 
thereby makin g the circle of econ omy 
complete. 
Immed iately after the acquirin g of 
this property the tramways also came 
in to the possession of the city, an d the 
question arose whether or n ot to make 
on e gen eratin g system serve for all 
purposes.

of opin ion that a pressure of 500 volts

It was therefore d ecid ed to 
erect two large power station s.

En glan d has learn ­ 
ed to use the refuse swept from the 
streets for fuel. 
Several small power 
station s d erivin g their power from the 
burn in g of the refuse are n ow In suc­ 
cessful operation , an d It is expected 
that the total supply from this source 
will reach 10,000 horsepower.

years ago Liverpool spen t large sums 
of mon ey for the purpose of throwin g 
this material an d Its stored up en ergy 
away.

At the presen t tim e the rates are 4 
pen ce for lightin g, 2 pen ce for street 
lightin g, 2 pen ce for power up to 3,000 ■ 
un its per quarter an d 1% pen ce there- ! 
after. The charge to the tramways Is 
1.2 pen ce per un it. In other word s, the 
price has been more than cut in half, 
an d this has been d on e d espite the fact 
that the price of coal, oil an d every 
Item of expen se has d ecid ed ly in ­ 
creased sin ce the city took con trol of 
the plan t. 
Liverpool has in vested $ 7,500,000 in 
her electrical plan t. The profits for the 
year en d ed on Jan . 1. 1903. were in 
roun d figures $ 500.000. A fter meetin g 
all charges an d settin g asid e a liberal 
amoun t for ren ewals aud d epreciation 
the electrical d epartmen t mad e a con ­ 
tribution of $ 60.000 to the tax fun d . It 
also paid $ 33,000 as its share of the 
taxes. The amoun t written off for bad 
d ebts was less than $ 1,500. 
At the presen t time it is likely that 
Liverpool’s in vestmen t in its combin ed 
tram way 
an d electrical 
plan t 
will 
reach $ 20,000,000. Liverpool is an ex­ 
ample of w hat it is possible to accom­ 
plish in a short time. It Is on ly seven 
years ago that the city essayed this 
stupen d ous experimen t in public own ­ 
ership.

As the in ter­ 
est charges d ecrease stead ily year by 
year it is the settled policy of Liverpool 
to yet further d ecrease the price of 
tram w ay tickets an d the rates fixed for 
light an d power.

T el eg r a ph 
of Ju ne 18 52 that Frink & Walk er’s 
stages were at times not entirely safe 
for travelers and if a driver happened 
to have partak en of too mu ch ‘ bu g 
ju ice,” as was In the stage driver not 
u ncommon, that was tru ly a mode of 
travel qu ite as precariou s as now by 
railroad.
